1999) ("Clearly, each of the individual 
departments are subsidiary bodies of the City and are 'public bodies' as defined by the 
FOIA.") A FOIA request must be directed to the department that maintains the records you 
are seeking. To the extent that your request seeks records that are not produced or 
maintained by The Department of Assets, Information and Services we encourage you to 
send your request to the relevant department. 

In the event you consider your current FOIA request denied, you have a right of review by 
the Illinois Attorney General's Public Access Counselor, who can be contacted at 500 S. 
Second St., Springfield, IL 62706 or by telephone at (217) 399-FOIA. You may also seek 
judicial review of a denial under 5 ILCS 140/11 of FOIA.
